Site Purchased, Contract 
for Construction Will 
Be Let Within the Next 
Two or Three Weeks. 


ATLANTA TERMED 
‘LOGICAL CENTER’ 


Palmer Hails Factory as 
‘Start of New Indus- 
trial Development Here.’ 


Construction of a new $200,000 
industrial plant here early next 
year, giving permanent employ- 
men: to more than 100 persons, 
was announced yesterday by A. H. 
Daggett, of St. Louis, president of 
the National Battery Company. 

A one-acre site on Taylor av2- 
nue, East Point, near the A. & W. 
P, railroad, has been purchased, 
Daggett said, an? a contract for 
the construction work is expected 
to be awarded within the next 
two or three weeks. Start of man- 
ufacturing operations is scheduled 
for May 1. 

“Logical Center.” 

Atlanta was selected for the 
company’s ninth factory and the 
first in the southeast, after a care- 
ful study of several other cities, 
because it is “the logical center” 
for distribution in the section, 
Daggett explained. 

“As a matter of fact,” he said, 
“we decided on Atlanta several 
years ago, shortly after we opened 
a sales office here. After that we 
merely waited until the volume of 
business justified building another 
factory.” 

The announcement was hailed 
as “the start of a new industrial 
development here” by C. F. Palm- 
er, retiring president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and Alvin B. 
Cates, president-elect, who will 
serve next year. 

“Perfect Illustration.” 

“This is a perfect illustration of 
just what the Chamber of Com- 
merce has been predicting for a 
long time,” Cates said. “We have 
always felt that with the improve- 
ment in business conditions gen- 
erally, more and more firms would 
find it to their advantage to lo- 
cate plants here. 

“In other words, any increase 
in industrial activity throughout 
the country is necessarily going to 
be reflected in a corresponding 
increase here. 
the experience of the American 
Battery Company will prove to be 
the experience of many other 
firms in the months to come and 
that this may well prove to be 
the start of a permanent, substan- 
tial development.” 

Daggett, accompanied here by 
H. J. McKay, vice president in 
charge of operations, said the new 
plant will have an ultimate capaci- 
ty of about 1,500 batteries a day. 

The building is to be one story 
in height containing 22,500 square 
feet of floor space. It will repre- 


sent a total investment of $200,- | 


000 including inventory. 

The company, largest producers 
of replacement automobile batter- 
ies im the country, operates fac- 
tories at Los Angeles, Dallas, Chi- 
cago, Kansas City, St. Paul, De- 
pew, N. Y., and North Bergen, 
New Jersey.

A GTILDREN PERISH 
IN TIOSCHTON FIRE 


Little Victims Die Despite 
Heroic Efforts to Res- 
cue Them From Home. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

HOSCHTON, Ga., Dec, 22.—Fire 
which swept their home during the 
parents? absence today. had snuf- 
fed out the lives of four children 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harold Miller. 

The little victims were Harriet 
Jean, four; Edna Ann, three; Betty 
Louise, two, and Elizabeth, 18 
months. : 

The children were alone in the 
house last night during the ab- 
sence of their father, an employe 
of a motor transport company, and 
their mother, who operates a small 
inn here. Mrs. Miller reported to- 
day she had been away from the 
house only a few minutes, after 
twice visiting it in the course of 
the evening to make certain her 
children were safe. She was at her 
inn near by when the flames were 
discovered. 

Heroic Efforts in Vain. 

Royce Healan, 16, who first saw 
the fire as he passed the home, 
told police he tried vainly to reach 
the children through a window, 
but was turned back by the in- 
tensity of the heat. Again, he said, 
he tried to gain entry turough the 
front door, but again was beaten 
back. 

Night Policeman Pete Evans, 
who reached the scene a moment 
later, also made a heroic but vain 
effort to reach the children, and 
had to forcibly prevent the fran- 
tic mother from entering the blaz- 
ing home after she saw the flamcs 
from her inn and ran to the scene. 
Mrs. Miller said she had left 
the little home early in the eve- 
ning, and that a maid had re- 
mained with the children until 8 
o’clock. The mother walked home 
twice—at 8:30 and again at 9 
o’clock—to see that all was well, 
and found nothing amiss. 

Father’s Return. 
The father, away on his trans- 
port truck run, arrived at about 
midnight, just as the little bodies 
were being removed from the 
blackened mass which a few hours 
before had been home. 
A fifth child, Harold, six, was 
in Miami with his grandmother, 
Mrs. Arthur De LaPerriere, and 
was being returned ‘o Hoschton 
today. 
Authorities who searched the 
ruins today were unable to deter- 
mine how the fire originated. 
Meanwhile, the ashes yielded 


only the charred remains of gifts 
which had been bought and wrap- 
ped, and awaited Christmas morn- 
ing—grim reminders of a tragedy 
which will cloud the joy *

Last year Mr. E. earned a com- 
fortable living for Mrs. E. and 
their little daughter, Gracie, who 
is 4. Early this year, Doris was 
born. All looked’ bright and rosy 
to the E’s, 

But suddenly this little family 
was struck by a hard fate. Mr. 
E. was badly injured in an acci- 
dent on his job. He was so badly 
hurt that the E.’s consider it 
a miracle from heaven*that the 
husband and father is alive today. 
He suffered a serious head injury, 
which is healing slowly. For 
months he has been unable to 
work, and it will be several 
months more before he can go 
back. 

The E. family is not starving 
because Mr. E. is paid a small 
amount of compensation, but the 
sum he receives is not enough to 
give the two babies all the neces- 
sities they should have; It has 
been a touch row for Mr. E. to 
hoe during the last few months. 
His worry over the family’s plight 
has kept him nervous ‘and dis- 
couraged—preventing him from 
getting well as rapidly as he 
should. 

Only $18 a month is needed by 
the E. family to tide it over. It 
won’t be needed long, for Mr. E., 
with security provided him by 
Atlantans, will speed his recov- 
ery with the knowledge that his 
wife and babies are safe until he 
is well. , 

This is the kind of family that 
Atlantans like to help. They know 
that giving to a man temporarily 
down but fighting hard to get back 
is the best kind of giving there is. 

It’s the kind of help all of us 


would like to have if we were the

LIMA CONFERENCE 
STILL DEADLOGKED 
UN DEFENSE PACT 


New Snag Arises After 
Conclave’s President 
Announces Argentina’s 
Draft Had Been Okayed. 


AGREEMENT HELD 
NEAR, HOWEVER 


Modifications in Text of 
Buenos Aires Offering 
Now Being Discussed. 


LIMA, Dec, 22.—()—The Pan- 
American conference struck a new 
snag tonight over what some dele- 
gates termed a “premature” an- 
nouncement by Dr. Carlos Con- 
cha, president of the conference, 
that all delegations had agreed on 
a continental solidarity declara- 
tion. 

Sources close to the United 
States delegation said that despite 
Concha’s announcement no com- 
plete agreement had been reached. 

This was corroborated by Bra- 
zilian and Argentine delegates 
who maintained that discussions 
still were going on over certain 
phrases. 

The conference president, who 
at first had announced flatly that 
the delegates were not in agree- 
ment, later admitted there were 
some modifications in the wording 
which had not been accepted by 
all the 21 nations represented, 

It was. ‘that .Concha 
and Afranio Melio @iinco, head 
of the Braziflai delegation, had 
a spirited discussiofi during which 
Mello Franco wanted to know why 
Concha put out the statement. 

Melld Franco, it was said, ob- 
jected principally’ to the fact that 


thorship of the declaration to Ar- 
gentina whereas he wanted it to 
state that it was arrived at with 
Argentina’s collaboration. 

All delegates; at any rate, were 
certain that an agreement was 
virtually reached, but they were 
not so sure it was wrapped up and 
delivered. 

In his announcement Concha de- 
clared the delegates had arrived 
at a unanimous decision to declare 
their “Common concern .. . in 
case the peace, security or terri- 
torial integrity of the American 
republic is threatened by acts of 
any nature that may threaten 
them.” 

Diplomatic Hull. 

Leaders of the delegations gath- 
ered in Concha’s office this morn- 
ing for an effort to bring together 
the Argentine view and the docu- 
ment proposed: by the United 
States, Brazil and Peru. 

United States Secretary of State 
Hull probably saved the confer- 
ence on the continental solidarity 
issue by telling the leaders at that 
point that the Argentine declara- 
tion previously had been approved 
by the United States delegation 
despite hopes for something 
stronger. 

In an event, Hull said, the Ar- 
gentine document was practically 
the same as the majority declara- 
tion and, with slight modification, 
would do. 

When one delegate offered the 


objection that this meant the sur- 
render of 20 republics to one re- 
public, Hull was said to have told

FRANCE INCREASES 
BUDGET FOR ARMS 


Deputies Give Daladier 
Large Majority After 
Almost Defeating Him. 


PARIS, Dec. 23.—(4)—Premier 
Edouard Daladier won a. marked 
political victory early today by 
forcing-@ strong.366-to-229 
confidence from the chamber of 
deputies, which almost overthrew 
his government yesterday after- 
noon. 

The vote was on omnibus ap- 
proval of budget expenses and re- 
ceipts along with.financial decrees 
which had raised so much protest 
among the opposition. - 

From outside, however, his po- 
sition was made more’ difficult as 
Italy declared she considered in- 
valid the. 1935 Mussolini-Laval 
treaty concerning Tunisia’ and 
other African territories. 

Parliamentary observers said 
yesterday’s first close vote of con- 
fidence, when only séven’ votes 
kept the government standing be- 
fore the chamber, had. frightened 
wavering right and center députies 
into line. i 

The vote gave final approval to 
the ordinary budget, which is met 
by. taxation and other revenues, 
of 66,128,402,780 francs ($1,735,- 
537,440) of which 13,146,000,000 
francs ($346,081,596) was for 
armaments. This represents an in- 
crease of almost 3,000,000,000 


francs ($78,978,000) over 1938 
armaments expenditures. 

The chamber, in ‘test ballot on 
the premier’s decree laws during 
debate on the 1939 budget, voted 
291 to 284 to include in-the ap- 
propriation bill a section carrying 
implied approval of,all the decree 
laws issued under the new ‘three- 
year economic. plan. . 

This showed a breaking away of 
deputies from the government 
since, in the first test of the decree 
laws on December 10, the cham- 
ber backed Daladier with a vote 
of 315 to” 241.

HITLER'S REGINE 
HORRIFIES NATION, 
GERMANY IS TOLD 


| Acting Secretary of State 


Declares That Ickes 
Expressed Feeling of 
Overwhelming Majority 


STIFFEST WARNING 
SINCE WORLD WAR 


Simultaneously, Senator 
Pittman Voices Dislike 
of Japanese and Nazis. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—(P) 
The United States, adopting the 
stiffest language used tovard Ger- 
many since World War days, em- 
phatically refused today to apolo- 
gize for Secretary Ickes’ recent 
denunciation of the Nazi regime 
and warned that such attacks 
could neither be prevented nor 
restrained. 

Sumner Welles, acting secretary 
of state, told the German charge 
d'affaires that recent policy in the 
Reich had shocked American pub- 
lic opinion more profoundly than 
anything in many decades and that 
indignation a3 expressed by Ickes 
st Cleveland last Sunday repre- 
sented the feeling of the over- 
whelming mzjority of the people 
of this country. 

Pittman Opens Fire. 

His warning was delivered in 

a point-blank refusal to pocenhes 


(Ickes had declared that Ger- 
many’s persecutioh of Jews car- 
ried that nation back to a “period 
ot history when man was unlet- 
tered, benighted and bestial.”) 

About the time of the Welles 
prenouncemen:, Senator Pittsman, 
Democrat, Nevada, issued a formal 
statement declaring that the 
American people “do not like” the 
German or Japanese governments 
and have the “right and power to 
enforce morality and justice” in 
accordance with peace treaties. 

Frank Statement. 

Although Pittman is chairman 
of the senate foreign relations 
committee, he asserted that he was 
not speaking in that capacity, but 
was making a personal utterance 
which he hoped would be “benefi- 
cial as a frank statement of facts.”

RECORDS ARE OPEN, 
MILLER DECLARES 


Boykin’s Investigation of 
Murray Road Project 
Draws Statement. 


Solicitor General John A. Boy- 
kin’s inquiry into a Murray coun- 
ty road project yesterday drew a 
statement from Chairman W. L. 
Miller that the records of the 
highway department were open to 
any one at any time. 

Boykin hinted an investigation 
of the Murray county job several 
days ago when reports were pub- 
lished that he planned a general 
probe of the highway department. 
He denied launchimg such a probe, 
but in so doing revealed that he 
has renewed an inquiry into a 
Murray county project. The proj- 
ect in question was taken into 
court five years ago by Roy Mc- 
Ginty Jr., Chatsworth publisher, 
and the contract, in which the 
State Highway Department. did 
not participate, was upheld by the 
supreme court. During the Tal- 
madge administration, State Au- 
ditor Tom Wisdom prepared a vol- 
uminous report on the project but 
nothing came of his inquiry. 

In connection with the probe 
reports, Miller revealed the high- 
way board’s views in the follow- 
ing statement: 

“It is getting to be a sad day 
in Georgia when public officials 
who are trying to do their sincere, 
honest duty in carrying out the 
responsibility entrusted to them 
are held up before the public and 
charged with fraudulent and cor- 
rupt practices; or otherwise have 
their integrity questioned without 
any basis for the charge other 
than cheap political rumors. 

“So far as the accusations or ru- 
mors concerning investigations in 
the highway department are con- 
cerned, there is nothing in the 
highway department that the 
board is not willing for any citi- 
zen in Georgia to see at any 
time.”

first half of the year 1938, according to Dr. Par- 
ran, the national death rate from disease was 
8.5 per cent less than during a similar period 
of 1937. In the absence of any unforeseen cc- 
currence, such as an epidemic, the mortality 
rate from disease for 1938 will be the lowest 
ever known. 

In only three of the 21 known causes of 
death among life insurance policyholders has 
there been a material increase this year over 
last—organic heart disease, cancer and suicide. 
Heart disease, as usual,*continues to lead the 
procession, jumping from 158 to 164 per 100,- 
000 insured lives, while cancer, running second, 
increased from 91 to 94 deaths in a similar 
number of lives. 

The record of deaths by suicide reveals that 
in 1938 there have been, so far, 16 deaths per 
100,000 insured as against’ only 13 during 1937. 

Tuberculosis, one of the most dreaded dis- 
eases a few years’ ago, registered the lowest 
death rate yet recorded by the life insurance 
companies—a decrease of 8.8 per cent compared 
with 1937. Deaths from Bright’s disease, an- 
other scurge of not so long ago, declined 31.1 
per cent. It is remarkable how many of the 
most feared diseases are gradually being 
brought under control through modern methods 
of treatment and public co-operation. 

Yet there still remains at least one dis- 
ease, scarcely less serious than the plague, 
which must be brought under control, before 
the job of public health improvement can be 
recorded a success, for it leads the parade in 
the “unknown” causes of death. That disease 
is syphilis. Modern methods of treatment and 
recognition of its dangers, in the open, by all 
the people, can accomplish what a similar co- 
operative program has done against tubercu- 
losis and is doing against cancer. 


A VALUABLE ASSET 

Without doubt the end of the year 1938 will 
show the greatest amount of life insurance in 
force in the United States in history. It will 
approximate the stupendous sum of $110,000,- 
000,000, according to data furnished by 208 
companies underwriting 97 per cent of the na- 
tion’s life business, 

Some 64,000,000 lives have been insured, rep- 
resenting policies ranging from $100 to $400,000. 
This averages $1,725 on the total number of 
lives insured. Despite the fact life insurance is 
now generally looked upon as a necessity, how- 
ever, and everybody is presumed to be insured, 
there yet remain approximately 60,000,000 un- 
insured persons in the United States, even after 
deducting fraternal and other forms of death 
benefits. 

The insurance in force—the more than a 
hundred and ten billion dollars—extends its 
benefits to an estimated 100,000,000 people, how- 
ever, if beneficiaries and policyholders are 
counted together. 

New business for the year will approximate 
$11,800,000,000, considerably less than the 1937 
figure but, a very satisfactory business consid- 
ering the general economic decline recorded 
during the 12 months of 1938. 

Probably one of the least known facts about 
the institution of life insurance is that it pays, 
year after year, more money to living policy- 
holders and annuitants than in death claims. In 
another week $2,600,000,000 will have been paid 
this year. Of this amount 37.5 per cent will 
have been paid in death claims. But 62.5 per 
cent, or $1,625,000,000, will have gone to living 
po:cyholders as matured endowments, ‘annui- 
ties, surrender values, dividends and disability 
benefits. 

This vast reservoir of privately accumulated 
funds has done an inestimable part, particularly 
during the deepest depression years, in helping 
to maintain tne nation on an even financia) 
keel.

While it is recognized that this vast public 
employment service has done a splendid work 
during times of excessive unemployment, and 
doubtless should continue to work in co-opera- 
tion with the unemployment insurance admin- 
istration, there is, nevertheless, always the dan- 
ger of growing, if it has not already grown, be- 
yond the bounds of rea] necessity. This sort of 
government work should be tapered off in the 
exact proportion that economic recovery and 
private enterprise remove the necessity for it. 


A GIRL AND HER BATH 

There is, in the Atlanta public school system, 
an 11-year-old girl who does not want a Christ- 
mas vacation. Had she her wish, the school she 
attends would remain open every day during 
this season, except on the usual closing days 
of Saturday and Sunday, preferably not even 
closing then. 

It isn’t particularly because she likes to 
study, although her work has improved a lot in 


‘the last three months. It is because during the 


two-week holiday period she will not have a 
bath, an all-over, warm, satisfying and soapy 
bath. She’ll have to wait until school opens 
again for another bath. 

During the last three months she has learned 
to take a bath every morning at the school be- 
cause in her home there is no running water 
and no place where she can bathe regularly, 
or with any privacy. When she came to the 
school she hardly knew what a bath meant. It 
has been a part of her education—one which 
she took to like a duck to water. 

There has been another. part to her educa- 
tion. She has learned there are kind people 
in this world who provide the simple little mat- 
ter of a lunch, and milk, which has meant ex- 
actly 10 pounds to her during the last three 
months. She has lost the hunted, harried and 
wan look of a woman of 30 and is again a child, 
one who has been taught more than figures 
from a book; who has learned cleanliness and 
known kindliness and the gently guiding hand 
her parents have not been able to give. One 
doubts that, when she comes to womanhood, 
she'll ever live in a home without running water, 
and without a bathtub. That the Atlanta pub- 
lic school system can teach these things is the 
best reason for its existence. It is tragic that 
people must live under home circumstances such 
as this girl’s, but in an educational system that 
can provide these better things lies the only 
method by which they can be eliminated. 

This little girl will have food in comparative 
plenty this Christmas Day, and toys will come 
for her and for her numerous sisters and broth- 
ers, but it won’t be quite as it should be, simply 
because she won’t have had a bath. Of such 
stuff is made a fine woman. Her school has 
molded well.

BERLIN, Dec. 22.--(4)—The 
Nazi government tonight gravely 
studied the United States rejection 
of Berlin’s demand for an official 
apology for Secretary Ickes’ 


speech last Sunday. 
One official said that the inci- 


dent “evidently has become a 
serious affair” and that it would 
be premature to venture a fore- 
cast of Germany’s reaction. _ 

No one in authority was willing 
to hazard a suggestion regarding 
the next Nazi move, but it was 
indicated an official statement 
might be forthcoming tomorrow 
after the foreign office had time 
to study the exact phraseology of 
the United States answer, _ 

Foreign office circles earlier in 
the. day had disclosed that the 
Nazi government, through its 
charge d’affaires in Washington, 
had protested against the speech. 
It was said to have regarded it as 
“impudent and insulting.” 

Ickes Assailed. 

The Nazi press meanwhile con- 
tinued its invective against Ickes, 
whose name became a household 
word and a target of attacks in 
Germany when he refused to ap- 
prove helium exports to this 
nation. 

(Helium, non-inflammable gas, 
was sought for German dirigibles, 
but Ickes said he could not ap- 
prove shipments to Germany be- 
cause there were not sufficient 
safeguards against the possibility 
the gas might be used in military

cabinet. 

He said that recent derogatory 
remarks made by German gov- 
ernment officials about President 
Woodrow Wilson also had been 
deeply resented here. 

Welles stated that Thomsen 
could not deny that the German 
press was under the influence and 
dictation of German government 
authority and that press attacks 
carried an authoritative note. 

Welles terminated the _ short 
meeting by telling Thomsen that 
while public recriminations did 
not help relations, attacks against 
Germany were bound to continue 
here so long as the persistent Ger- 
man attacks against American of- 
ficials went uncurbed. 

Diplomatic Break Seen. 

The first reaction in diplomatic 
circles was one of confusion and 
uncertainty for the future.

Most victims of heart failure do 
not succumb to it and those who 
do generally take years and years 
to. die. 

I am thinking of real heart fail- 
ure—weakening or impairment of 
the structure or function of the 
heart which renders the organ 
less efficient or capable to pump 
the amount of blood required to 
support the body in the style to 
which it is accustomed. What you 
think of when you hear the term 
“heart failure” is probably some- 
thing dreadful and beyond ordi- 
nary comprehension. But that’s 
because you take too seriously the 
fiction you read every day. It 
is too bad so much of it is fed to 
you, but I don’t know how it can 
be helped now. When I was young 
and not averse to a little tussle 
now and then I entered upon a 
quixotic campaign to reform re- 
porters and editors, but when l 
had encountered g few windmills 
I fell back and decided I had bet- 
ter behave myself—I had plenty 
of time to think about it, too, after 
they had printed a few truthful 
items in the way I believed the 
story should be told. 


Of course there is acute heart 
failure—acute dilatation and

Ralph Guldahl or Sammy Snead? 


The argument came up around 


the Lakeside Golf ‘Club at Burbank where’ George Von Elm, Leo 
Diegel, Bing Crosby and others were sitting in on the verdict. 


The consensus ‘went to Ralph Guldahl. 


The reason was simple. 


A high spot is a high spot. And the high spot of golf in this country 


is the United States open. 


Sammy Snead has set an — 


time record as a money winner. 
He has been the most brilliant 
golfer of the. year. But in his 
1938 campaign, West Virginia Sam 
failed to win the United States 
Open, the Western Open, the P. 
G. A., the Canadian. Open, the 
North and South Open or the 
Masters’ at the Augusta National. 

Guldahl came back at Denver to 
win and repeat in the United 
States Open. He added the West- 
ern Open to his collection a short 
while later. He lacked. the bril- 
liancy and the consistency of 
Snead, but for all that he was the 
year’s high spotter. He took the 
main peak. 


I drew another slant on what 
mental attitude means in golf when 
I talked with Guldahl, a big, 
broad-shouldered, slightly stooped 
Texan, at Denver before the last 
open started. 


“IT won at Oakland Hills last 
year,’ Guldahl told me,. “when I 
felt a little shaky at the start. I 
am hitting the ball better now 
than was. then. I like this 
course. If I could win’ at Oak- 
land Hills, why shouldn’t I win 
here?” + - : 


I decided then and there that 
Guldahl had one helpful asset in 
lack of imagination. Too much 


golfing star. 


I recalled the day at North 
Hills, Chicago, when Ralph picked 
up 11 strokes on Johnny Goodman 
in 14 holes and came to the last 
hole with a par 4 for a tie. Gul- 
dahl’s terrific drive left him less 
than a mashie shot to the green. 
But his short approach slid off into 
a bunker. His recovery stopped 
thre or four feet from the cup 
a the tying putt slid by the 
in. 

That should have been. enough 
to wreck most golfers later on. It 
should have been a morbid mem- 
ory. Guldahl had forgotten it. 

Most golfers who have a big 
chance to win an open and blow 
it rarely survive the shock. Mem- 
ory comes crowding back down 
the stretch later on. Examples: 
McDonald Smith, Harry Cooper, 
George Von Elm, Leo Diegel, Tam- 
my McNamara, Mike Brady, Bob- 
by Cruickshank, Joe Turnesa. An 
easy approach—a simple putt— 
just one mistake—a shot any 12- 
handicap player could make gone 
wrong at the vital moment. 

But Guldahl was never cursed 
with the killing inroads of imagi- 
nation. Golf for’ him was just 
another round, another tourna- 
ment. He was willing to “let the 
dead past bury its dead.” 


On the last round at Cherry 
Hills, Denver, narrowed to stream- 
line dimensions—demanding ac- 
curacy which in turn demands 
smooth-flowing nerves, directed by 
a confident brain—Guldahl was 
in a tough tangle with Dick Metz, 
Jimmy Hines and others. Of the

‘Ralph came to the last long, 
narrow, water and sand-guarded 
nine as loose as ashes. He was 
swinging smoothly and still taking 
a full body turn, with no sign of 
any restrained steered shot. 

As Leonard Dodson had said, 
Guldahl had the right mental 
attitude for the stretch ahead. 

What is the right mental atti- 
tude for a round? 

First of all, confidence. Sec- 
ondly,'a feeling of concentration 
on the shot to be played, lacking 
any uncertainty. Thirdly, a lack 
of hurry and rush, which means 
good timing. Fourthly, a relaxed 
feeling on every shot, no tighten- 
ing: up. 

So the big, lumbering. easy-go- 
ing Texan became the first golfer 
in many years to repeat in a 
U. S. open. 

Figure what this means. Mac 
Smith, Paul Runyan, Horton 
Smith, Leo Diegel, Sammy Snead, 
Byron Nelson, Henry Picard, Ky 
Laffoon, Harry Cooper, Jimmy 
Thomson, Johnny Revolta, George 
Von Elm, Jimmy Hines, Vic 
Ghezzi, Denny Shute, Craig Wood, 
Lawson Little—all great golfers— 
have yet to win a U. S. open. 
That’s how tough it is to win one.

BULLDOGS FALL 
BEFORE 20-HALF 
DRIVE OF TYLER 


Winners Hold 6-0 Lead at 
Half-Time, Tnén Turn 
on Power. 


TYLER, Texas, Dec. 22.—Deca- 
tur High school’s hard fighting 
Bulldogs, champions in their 
North Georgia Interscholastic Con- 


ference, became victim No. 12 of 
the Tyler High school Lions here 
Thursday afternoon as the Texans 
completely controlled the situa- 
tion to score a 25-to-0 triumph 
on a rain-soal.ed grid. Only a 
crowd of 1,000 fans saw the inter- 
state scuffle, the expected turnout 
of 7,000 being held down because 
of heavy clouds from which fell 
a slow drizzle during the entire 
game. 

Paced by their brilliant half- 
back, Ralph Kenerly, the Bulldogs 
opened up with everything but 
could not dent a stout Tyler for- 
ward wall which was impregnable 
for the afternoon. Decatur was 
held to three first downs, all com- 
ing on an overhead game. The 
Bulldogs completed three aerial 
shots and each brought a first 
down. 

The invaders made only one 
threat, that being in the first 
quarter when they drove to the 
Tyler 13. Walton Roberts, Tyler 
quarterback, fumbled on a line 
plunge and Kenerly recovered for 
the Bulldogs on the Tyler 30. Aft- 
er being tossed for a six-yard loss, 
Kenerly hit the line for one, and 
then passed to George Pittman, 
right end, who got behind the Lion 
secondary: to gather in the toss. 
He was nabbed on the 14. Morgan 
lost one on a line try. Three more 
plays failed to advance and Tyler 
took over, starting then to take 
over the fracas. 

LIONS TAKE CHARGE. 

With that as a spark the Lions 
cut loose with a powerful running 
game and the charges of Joe Mar- 
tin and Allen Shi were pushed 
back with regularity. 

Shortly before the first period 
ended, the Tyler club began a 52- 
yard march. As the gun ended the 
quarter the Lions were in posses- 
sion of the oval on the Decatur 
five-yard stripe. Melvin Jones, 
fullback, plunged over for the 
score on the third play. His extra 
point try was blocked. 

Early in the third quarter the 
Lions slipped through with power 
plays for 39 yards and their sec- 
_ond score. The final 17 yards were 
made by Walton Roberts who 
rammed through the Decatur for- 
ward wall and out into the clear. 
Benton Harris’ try for the seventh 
point was blocked. 

Decatur could make no head- 
way after receiving the _ kickoff 
and the Tylerites started another 
push on the Decatur 29. 

Howard Greer sifted through 
the line to the 20 and Jones made 
it a first down on the 17. From 
that point Roberts faded back and 
shot a pass over the goal line to 
Wallace Scott, lanky end, who 
took the shot for the third touch- 
down. Jones added the extra point 
with a placement kick. 

EVEN RESERVES SCORE. 

Although the lineup was spot- 
ted with resereves during the fi- 
nal quarter the Lions scampered 
for another marker. Doyle Stegall, 
end, intercepted a pass from Ken- 
erly on the Decatur 47, on the 
first play, Rudloph Byrd, hard- 
driving halfback, took aé_e shovel 
pass from Roberts, whizzed into 
the open and down the sideline for

In Illinois there were 
1,855 teams and New York state 
had 918. 

“The Kellogg school had 220,000 
boys, between the ages of 10 and 
16, learning the game trom such 
teachers as Harry Heilmann, Lou 
Fonseca, Tris Speaker and Jack 
Coombs. As the result of these 
programs, high school coaches are 
becoming more baseball-minded, 
taking time to properly instruct 
boys to take care of themselves 
and play the game fairly.”

Virlyn Moore, Harrison

Warren’s high-powered basket- 
ball team, displaying added poise 
and polish with each game, played 
spectacularly last night to trounce 
a highly-rated U. S. Royal quintet 
from Hogansville, 56-45.

ANDERSON STARS.

Bellamy didn’t score, but he kept 
a lot of other guys from scoring. 
He was fierce and able under the 
basket and his work around the 
spot featured the slick pass work 
of the Warren club. 

In scoring their fourth victory 
of the campaign (they have been 
beaten only by Nehi), Warren had 
11 players in the game. And they 
all performed creditably and as a 
unit, indicating that the resource- 
ful Lauter is getting results.

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ESPIONAGE RINGS 
UF BOTH FORCES 
FQUND IN SPAIN 


Many Have Been Execut- 
ed Before Firing Squads 
After Spy Plots Are 
Uncovered Behind Lines 


HENDAYE, Franco - Spanish 
Frontier, Dec. 22.—(UP)—Round- 
ups of hundreds of persons after 
discovery of vast espionage rings 
in both Loyalist and Insurgent 
Spain and the execution of many 


of them before firing squads, was 
reported tonight at the frontier. 

Generalissimo Franco, of the 
Insurgents, was said to have or- 
dered nearly 1,000 arrests to smash 
a spy plot which his headquarters 
said was directed by Basque au- 
tonomists in northwestern Spain. 

The Loyalist radio station at 
Barcelona announced simultane- 
ously “several hundred” arrests 
after discovery of sabotage and 
defeatist plots in Barcelona, Mad- 
rid and Valencia. Franco’s agents 
were said to have acquired con- 
trol of milk, food and fuel sup- 
plies and to have forced the suf- 
fering populations close to starva- 
tion. 

Continued dissension within In- 
surgent ranks, massed in the 
north for his long-heralded win- 
ter offensive, was reported in 
military and diplomatic informa- 
tion escaping through the tightly- 
sealed Spanish side of the border. 

One source said 45 Italian sol- 
diers had been waylaid and 
hanged by Spanish Insurgents 
whose enmity toward Italo-Ger- 
man “interference” in Spanish af- 
fairs is increasing. 

Franco’s mission in France ad- 
mitted stern measures were be- 
ing taken to stamp out an espion- 
age plot discovered when his 
frontier guards at Irun searched 
the diplomatic pouch of British 
Vice Consul Harold Goodman last 
Friday and found that a report 
from Loyalist. spies had been 
“planted” there. 

Goodman’s valise, the Insurgent 
announcement said, contained a 
full report of a scheduled Fascist 
offensive against Barcelona and 
details of purported manifesta- 
tions of discontent in Insurgent 
territory. 

The Barcelona announcement of 
the uncovering of Insurgent “Fifth 
Column” sabotage activities in 
Barcelona, Madrid and Valencia 
said the plot was the biggest dis- 
covered thus far in the nearly two- 
and-one-half-year-old war. 

It followed by less than a week 
a Barcelona announcement that 
more than 1,200 members of Fran- 
co’s “Fifth Column” hed been ar- 
rested in Catalonia, including 
members of the Loyalist general 
staff, and that at least 200 of 
them were immediately executed.

Ad- 
ministrator Harry L. Hopkins, if 
and when he is named to the post 
of secretary of commerce, unless 
an army man is selected for the 
relief job. f 

The man selected by Garner and 
Senators William H. King, Utah; 
Burton K. Wheeler, Montana, and 
Representative Clifton A. Wood- 
rum, Virginia—all Democrats—is 
Colonel F. C. Harrington, Lasser 
said. Harrington at present is chief 
engineer for WPA on detail from 
the United States army. 

Harrington, hitherto unmention- 
ed as a possible successor to Hop- 
kins in event the latter is given 
the post to be vacated Friday mid- 
night by Secretary of Commerce 
Daniel C. Roper, was thrust into 
capital speculation during the past 
few days. Some officials feel that 
Mr. Roosevelt himself may have 
decided on Harrington in an effort 
to appease conservative Democrats 
who are opposed to Hopkins,

Men in Commerce 3 to 1 
Against Elevation to 
Roper’s Job.

NEW YORK, Mogg 22.—If Harry 
L. Hopkins is appointed secretary 
of commerce, as political observ- 
ers forecast, he will face the prob- 
lem of overcoming popular preju- 
dice against him which has ac- 
cumulated during his years. of 
handling one of the toughest jobs 
of the New Deal—unemployment 
relief. 

American Institute of Public 
Opinion studies show that among 
voters with opinions sentiment is 
about evenly divided on whether 
Hopkins has done a good job as 
WPA administrator or a poor job. 
The results also indicate opposi- 
tion, particularly among business- 
men and conservatives, to Hop- 
‘kins’ appointment as Secretary of 
Commerce. 

Two Questions. 

The vote of those who had 
opinions on his work as WPA ad- 
ministrator was as follows: 


Good Job 47% 
Poor Job 53 


Approximately one voter in 
every four had no opinion. 

Voters who expressed an opin- 
ion on his capability as secretary 
of commerce were divided as fol- 


34% 
66 

Approximately four voters in 
every ten, however, said they had 
formed no opinion. The highest 
no opinion vote was in the lower 
income levels and among women. 

Many of Hopkins’ personal sup- 
porters have felt that a cabinet 
appointment for him would im- 
prove his chance for the presi- 
dency in 1940. The Institute’s 
last test of the popularity of pros- 
pective Democratic candidates 
found that, despite the slings and 
arrows hurled against the WPA, 
Hopkins is ninth among the first 
ten Democratic favorites. 

The Secretary of Commerce 
must deal largely with business- 
men. The extent of prejudice 
which Hopkins would have to 
overcome is indicated by the vote 
of businessmen with opinions in 
the survey, which is 22 per cent 
in favor of his appointment, 78 
per cent opposed.
